Weidenfeld Keeps Top Vote 
Isaacs Eases Past White

In a Greenbeit city council election marked by few 
divisive issues, all the incumbents received at least 63 per¬ 
cent of the vote and were returnd to office. Only 232 
votes or 17 percent separated the top vote getter from the 
lowest victorious candidate.

A suggestion by member 
Eunice Coxon at the August 
20 meeting of the board of 
directors of Greenbeit 
Homes, Inc. led the board to 
take a close look at the GHI 
membership application at 
its meeting on September 
10. At the August meeting 
Coxon, of the 9 Court of 
Research Road, said that, in 
her opinion, it had been a 
mistake to omit a require¬ 
ment for personal character 
references from the mem¬ 
bership application form a- 
dopted last year. During the 
discussion at the September 
10 meeting, the board divid¬ 
ed between those who f$lt 
that personal references 
would be helpful and those 
who thought that such a re¬ 
quirement might have unin¬ 
tended disadvantages for 
the corporation. 

At the August meeting the 
board had discussed the position 
of the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development on such 
a requirement, Coxon maintained 
that she had spoken to an official 
of HUD who said he thought the 
department would have no objec¬ 
tion to a requirement for personal 
references. On the other hand, 
a GHI staif member expressed 
th opinion that the requirement 
had been removed at HUD’s re¬ 
quest. 

At the September meeting, a 
letter from Coxon (who could not 
be present) was read which sta¬ 
ted that she had contacted a H- 
UD-related co-op in Philadelphia, 
where applicants had to have two 
personal references from current 
residents of the cooperative be¬ 
fore they would be considered for 
membership. Director Chuck Hess 
felt that such a requirement for 
GHI would probably have kept 
out most of the members of the 
board of directors, 

Hess also noted the possibility 
that an applicant turned down be¬

cause of unsatisfactory or lack of 
personal references might charge 
the corporation with trying to 
“keep the community non-di- 
verse’'; that is, with discouraging 
membership for those who are in 
some way different from the ma¬ 
jority population of the coopera¬ 
tive. Directors Andrea Hasling- 
er and Mac Wirick voiced simi¬ 
lar reservations. 

The other side of the argument 
was represented by Director Bet¬ 
ty Deitch, who said that there 
must be something wrong if an 
applicant refuses to or can’t give 
personal references. She said 
that requiring such references 
might make GHI a more desira¬ 
ble community if it were known 
that membership standards were 
strict. 

Vice-President Wayne Williams 
(presiding in the absence of Pre¬ 
sident Margaret Hogensen, ,who 
was attending a meeting of the 
National Cooperative Business 
Association) summed up this sub¬ 
ject by saying that there appear¬ 
ed to be two views. He instruct¬ 
ed the management staff to put 
the item on the agenda for a fu¬ 
ture meeting. 

While the. IjQ&rd was looking 
at the form of "the membership 
application, several other issues 
were raised. Haslinger asked 
whether it might not be more ap¬ 
propriate to ask a prospective 
member whether he had 'Vever 
been convicted (instead of arrest¬ 
ed) for a crime, on the theory 
that innocent people are some¬ 
times arrested. The board also 
discussed how the corporation 
can furnish to prospective mem¬ 
bers more information about the 
nature of a cooperative before 
they sign a sales contract on a 
unit. Manager Ron Colton said 
that occasionally a buyer puts a 
deposit on a unit without really 
realizing that he is buying into 
a cooperative, or understanding 
what that entails. This problem 
will he further discussed at a 
future meeting. 

Member Petition 

A letter requesting better 
maintenance and signed by about 
78 members was received by the 
board in July. In the discussion 
of this letter, Colton said that 
he is encouraged by “renewed 
member interest in these mat-

ters." He expressed his gratitude 
to the Audit Committee, who had 
arranged a walking tour with 
two of the petition signers. He 
said that this tour enabled him 
to understand the specific con¬ 
cerns which had motivated the 
letter. 

In a detailed memo running to 
more than six pages, Colton ad¬ 
dressed the points raised in the 
petition. He outlined the increas¬ 
ed workload the Maintenance De¬ 
partment has been handling in 
connection with such multi-year 
capital improvement programs as 
swale and drainage work, plumb¬ 
ing riser replacement, parking 
lot resealing, and the soffit and 
ridge vent program for the brick 
homes. At the same time they 
also were coping with such un¬ 
expected and massive projects as 
repair and replacement of gutters 
on the brick homes which had 
been damaged in the February 
snowstorm. 

Colton went through some of 
the programs which are being 
carried out on a cyclical basis 
(sidewalk repair, common area re¬ 
clamation, trim paint, and garage 
roof replacement). He acknowl¬ 
edged that tne staff may not have 
explained adequately to members 
that repairs they are requesting 
are scheduled, perhaps several 
years in the future. 

Director Alan Freas suggested 
that the options (gutter cleaning 
four times a year instead of 
twice; sidewalk repair on a two- 
year instead of a five-year cycle) 
be costed out and presented to 
the members at the budget hear-

As part of Greenbelt’s 50th An¬ 
niversary celebration on the weekend 
of October 10-11, Greenbeit Homes, 
Inc. would like to allow as many of the 
returning Pioneers (original Greenbeit 
residents) as are interested to visit their 
original home in Greenbeit. GHI plans 
to have the old and new members meet 
. at the GHI Administrative Offices for a 
continental breakfast at 10 on the 
morning of Sunday, October 11. From 
there they can depart for their tour. 

GHI is in the process of contacting 
those Pioneers who have indicated that 
they will be in town for that weekend. 
As soon as GHI knows if they want to 
visit the “Old Homestead,” GHI will 
contact the current residents to see if 
they would be willing to open their 
home to its “First Family’ ’ so that they 
might have a quick look around. 


If council follows tradition, Gil 
Weidenfeld, the top vote getter 
with 1362 votes, will again be 
mayor. Joseph C. Isaacs, who re¬ 
ceived 1302 votes, narrowly edg¬ 
ed out Thomas X. White with 
1275 votes for the second highest 
tally and thus is the probable 
new mayor pro tern. Edward V. 
J. Putens (with 1201 votes) and 
Antoinette M. Bram (1130) were 
the other winning candidates. 
Challengers Keith Chernikoff and 
Irene Hensel rounded out the bal¬ 
lot, receiving 733 and 504 votes 
respectively. 

Because the successful candi¬ 
dates each received more than 
40% of the vote, no runoff election 
will be necessary and the council 
will be sworn in and will elect 
the mayor and mayor pro tem on 
Monday, September 21 at 7:30 
p.m. in the council chambers. 
The meeting will be cablecast live 
on Channel B-10. 

By precinct, the order of fin¬ 
ish varied but the top five candi¬ 
dates won in each precinct. Cher¬ 
nikoff and Hensel occupied the 
sixth and seventh slots respect¬ 
ively in each precinct Weidenfeld 
topped the vote in the Center, 
Springhill Lake and Greenbeit 
East. precincts while White was 
the top vote getter in the North 
End. Putens was just six votes 
behind’ Weidenfeld in Greenbeit 
East while Isaaps was close be¬ 
hind in the Center and Spring- 
hill Lake Precincts. 

Fifty-seven percent of the reg¬ 
istered voters cast their ballots, 
just one percent below the turn¬ 
out in the last council election. 


However, the number of regis¬ 
tered voters declined from 3,222 
in 1985 to 3,106 this year. Mean¬ 
while, the estimated population 
of the city has increased to 18, 
943 from 18,390 two years ago. 
The highest turnout was in old 
Greenbeit, where 64% of those 
eligible to vote in the North End 
cast ballots and 60% in the Cen¬ 
ter. Greenbeit East had a 40% 
tournout, while Springhill Lake 
had a turnout of 29% with 65 
persons voting. 

Potpourri 

In old Greenbeit, Weidenfeld 
outran White by only three votes. 
The order m which candidates 
finished in precinct 3 was the 
same as in the total vote. 

The five incumbents elected 
have a total of 42 years of coun¬ 
cil service. 

All candidates except Hensel 
pulled over 40% of the votes 
cast. 

The return of both Weidenfeld 
and White for their seventh con¬ 
secutive term together marks a 
striking achievement for each of 
them. 

Voters cast ballots for an av¬ 
erage of 4.2 candidates in all pre¬ 
cincts (translation: some voters 
did not vote for five candidates 
but “bullet voting" was not a 
significant factor.) 

Each of the five incumbents re¬ 
ceived more votes in the 1987 el¬ 
ection than in the 1985 election, 
in spite of the fact that fewer 
voters cast ballots in this elec¬ 
tion. (See charts, pages 1, 4.)

Powerful people made 
it clear that the Research Road 
gate is there because of bicy¬ 
clists, and even stranded motor¬ 
ists are blamed on bicyclists.

Traffic Will Be "Vastly 
Improved /' Governor Says 

The following are extracts from 
two letters sent by Maryland of¬ 
ficials in response to complaints 
about the new Greenbelt Road/ 
Kenilworth Avenue interchange. 
The first letter, dated August 26, 
is to State Senator Leo E. Green 
from Michael Snyder, District 
Engineer, State Highway Admin¬ 
istration (SHA): 

"This is in response to your 
August 14 letter concerning the 
recent phase change in traffic 
patterns at the interchange con¬ 
struction project, 

"A meeting between myself and 
the Mayor and City Council of 
Greenbelt has been scheduled for 
September 28. In the interim, the 
District Traffic Engineering Sec¬ 
tion is reviewing operations at 
the intersection points. Some 
modifications have already been 
made, such as a double left turn 
from eastbound Greenbelt Road to 
northbound Kenilworth Avenue. 
Other needs, as determined by 
our review, will be implemented 
as soon as possible.” 

The second letter, dated Sept. 
2, from Governor William Donald 
Schaefer is to Greenbelt resident 
Eunice E. Coxon: 

"Thank you for your letter da¬ 
ted August 5, concerning the 
State Highway Administration’s 
ongoing construction at the inter- 
secion of Maryland Route 193 
(Greenbelt Road) and Maryland 
Route 201 (Kenilworth Avenue), 
I am sure you realize the tre¬ 
mendous increase in traffic and 
the real need to do something a- 
bout it.

patterns at this construction site 
have had both positive and nega¬ 
tive effects; but the negative is 
only short-term and we ask for 
your patience. Traffic on Kenil¬ 
worth Avenue has markedly im¬ 
proved since the change, but S- 
HA acknowledges that traffic on 
Greenbelt Road has temporarily 
suffered. Additional signing and 
pavement markings are to be in¬ 
stalled, which will ease driver 
confusion through this area. Some 
of the pavement markings have 
already been done; additional 
markings and the signs probably 
will be ready by the time you re¬ 
ceive this letter. Once comple- 
ed, traffic on both Kenilworth 
Avenue and Greenbelt Road will 
be vastly improved.

An Alternate View 

I have listened at several meet¬ 
ings to comments about the Ken¬ 
ilworth interchange. I drive 
through the intersection each day 
during rusn hour as well as 
weekends as I do errands. The 
design of the northwest section 
(where Springhill Lake residents 
enter the melee) is atrocious. 
The designers (?) did not leave 
enough room for merging traffic 
to safely change lanes. The state 
has failed miserably to clearly 
mark the flow, especially the Rt. 
201 South problem. 

However, that section is only 
one part of the interchange. I 
will contend that the flow of 
traffic on Greenbelt Road has im¬ 
proved dramatically since the in¬ 
terchange opened. I stop only 
once between my house in Green¬ 
belt East and the Berwyn Heights 
MARC station instead of the 
"stop and go” journey previously 
encountered. It is almost effort¬ 
less to make a left turn due to 
the timed lights. The new traffic 
flow has alleviated the same sit¬ 
uation in front of Beltway Plaza, 
at least during the afternoon rush 
hour. The state could improve 
the temporary exit ramp from 
northbound Kenilworth Avenue to 
Greenbelt Road by filling in the 
ruts to the right with stone 
thereby creating two full lanes 
at the lighw. This situation is 
temporary, however 

Before any changes are made 
to this intersection, the citizens of 
Greenbelt need to be aware of 
all the ramifications. I think the 
state should be urged to finish

Since no members were present 
on September 10, signers of the 
petition did not receive Colton’s 
explanation. Director Nancy Hut¬ 
chins suggested that the contents 
of his memo be made available to 
the signers and that a special in¬ 
vitation be issued to these mem¬ 
bers to be present at the budget 
hearings this month and next, 
where discussions of the addi¬ 
tional costs to members for in¬ 
creased maintenance work could 
be explored. 

Discussions during the meeting 
showed how massive the tasks of 
grounds maintenance are. Ac¬ 
cording to GHI management, G- 
HI has. in addition to about 100 
acres contained in members' 
yards, approximately 75 acres of 
large and small wooded parcels, 
another 75 acres of common area 
and about 20 miles of sidewalks. 

NAHC Membership 

On a motion by Ray McCawley, 
the board voted 5-2 to renew its 
membership in the National As¬ 
sociation of Housing Coopera¬ 
tives. In doing so, the board re¬ 
sponded to a plea from NAHC 
Executive Director Herbert Levy, 
who had appeared before the 
board at the last meeting and 
urged reconsideration of its ear¬ 
lier decision to drop its member¬ 
ship. 

Hess and Deitch opposed the 
motion. Hess said that he 
thought staying out of the or¬ 
ganization would have greater 
impact in underlining CHI's po¬ 
sition and, therefore, that he 
would prefer to wait a year and 
see if any changes were made in 
NAHC. Deitch said nothing she 
had heard had convinced her to 
change her previous vote to drop 
the membership, 

Haslinger. Wirick and Freas, 
however, all expressed a percep¬ 
tion that, as Haslinger said. GHI 
“has gotten their attention.” 
Therefore, they were willing to 
change their votes and, in Freas' 
words “go for another year.” 
Williams and McCawley. the oth¬ 
ers who voted for the motion, 
had voted in favor of remaining 
in NAHC on the earlier vote. 

Beltway Suit Dismissed 

Colton announced that, after 
recent hearings in Circuit Court, 
the judge’s order dismissing Belt- 
way Aluminum Siding Company 


vs. GHI and Greenbelt Homes 
Inc. Development Corporation is 
final. Colton said that, as a re¬ 
sult, GHI is no longer a defend¬ 
ant in this action. 

In other actions, the board 
passed for first reading an auth¬ 
orization for management to 
spend up to S38.000 during 1987- 
88 for computer equipment to re¬ 
place a small, outdated computer 
system (now used primarily for 
financial records), to automate 
its maintenance and inventory 
records and other internal pa¬ 
perwork. Colton and Assistant 
Manager Steve Wright thanked 
board members Hess. Williams, 
and Freas and Member Peter 
Liebscher, who had expended 
much time and made their exper¬ 
tise available to management in 
making the decisions which will 
guide procurement of the com¬ 
puter hardware. 

The board also authorized ex¬ 
penditure of up to another $10,- 
000 for the tree trimming and 
removal program for this year. 
The additional expenditure is re¬ 
quired, Colton said, because of the 
severe drought thi^ summer and 
snow storms last winter. This 
additional amount brings the au¬ 
thorized expenditure for this con¬ 
tract to $30,000 this year.

12. The hardcover book contains 350 memorable photo¬ 
graphs, maps and illustrations which capture early con¬ 
struction, the war years, and never-before-published events 
of Greenbelt community life. 


Sponsored by the City of 
Greenbelt, the book can now be 
ordered at the Greenbelt city of¬ 
fices at a discounted price 
through September 30.

Russian Film at Utopia 

“Without Witness,” a contem¬ 
porary Soviet film with English 
subtitles, will be shown by the 
Soviet Studies group next Thurs¬ 
day, Sept. 24, at 7 p.m. at the 
Utopia Theater. 

The 97-mmute film, produced 
by Mosfilm, is directed by Nkita 
Mikhalkov, stars Irene Kopchenko 
and Mikhail Ulyanov.
